Living Costs Increase. 

The commission’s study of condi- 
tions showed that the cost of living 
had increased since 1915 approxi- 
| mately 43 per cent. 

The commission refers in its report 
to the idea that railroad employes 

are among the highest paid of wage- 
earners, and says: 

“It has been a somewhat popular 
impression that railroad employes 
were among the most highly paid 
workers, but figures gathered from 
the railroads disposed of this belief. | 
Fifty-one per cent of all employes 
during December, 1917, received $75 

‘per month or less. And 80 per cent 
received $100 per month or less. 

“Even among the locomotive engi- 
neers, commonly spoken of as highly 
paid, a preponderating number re- 
ceive less than $170 per month, and 
this compensation they have attained 
by the most compact and complete 
' organization, handled with a full ap- 
preciation of all strategic values. Be- 
tween the grades receiving from $150 
to $250 per month, there is included 
less than 3 per cent of all the em- 
ployes (excluding officials), and. 
these aggregate less than 60,000 men 
out of a grand total of 2,000,000. 

“The greatest number of employes 
on all the roads fall into the class 
receiving between $60 and $65 per 
/month—181,693; while within the} 
‘range of the next $10 in monthly | 
salary there is a total of 312,761 per-. 
‘sons. In December, 1917, there were | 
111,477 clerks receiving annual pay | 
of $900 or less. In 1917 the average | 
pay of this class was but $56.77 per 
month. There were 270,855 section 
men whose average pay as a class 
was $50.31 per month; 121,000 other 
unskilled laborers whose average pav 
was $58.25 per month; 130,075 sta- 
tion service employes whose average 
‘pay was $58.57 per month; 75,325 
road freight brakemen and flagmen | 
whose average pay was 100.17 per 
month, and 16,465 road passenger | 
brakemen and flagmen whose aver- 
age pay was $91.10 per month.

TREATY SPLITS UP 
PART OF RUMANIA 
AS SPOIL OF WAR 


Austria and Hungary Each 
Get Portion of Territory as 
Damages for Destruction 
in Transylvania. 


BULGARIA TAKES 
SLICE OF DOBRUDJA 


Remainder of Province Under 
Teutonic Control; Further 
Provisions of the Docu- 


ment. 


AMSTERDAM, May 9 (By A. P.). 
—According to an inspired com- 
munication printed in the Vienna 
press, copies of which have been re- 


ceived here, it is pointed out that, un- 
der the terms of the Rumanian 
treaty, Austria will receive, to the 
south of Czernowitz, capital of the 
crownland of Bukowina, a piece or 
Rumanian territory about 600 square 
kilometers in extent. Hungary’s ac- 
cession of territory will be 56000 
square kilometers of sparsely popu- 
lated mountain country. 

The communication points out that 
‘the payment of damages primarily 
affects the destruction wrought by 
Rumania and Transylvania. 

It says also that the Bulgarian 
Premier, Radoslavoff, in an address. 
referred to the apportionment of 
Bulgaria of the Dobrudja up to with- 
in a few kilometers of the line of 
Constanza-Tchernavoda. The re- 
mainder of the province, he said, for 
the moment was left under the co- 
domination of all the allies (Teu- 
tonic). Bulgaria, the Premier con- 
cluded, had not been required to give 
territory compensation to any one in 
réturn for the territory she had ac- 
quired. 

The German Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Richard von Kueh]mann, on the sign- 
ing of the Rumanian peace treaty. 
said: ‘‘We hope that this peace not 
only responds with the political and 
economic interests of the allied Pow- 
ers, but will also enable Rumania to 
establish herself and heal the wounds 


1 


-of the war.”’ 


Eight Clauses in Treaty. 

The treaty with Rumania consists 
of eight clauses. The first restores 
peace; the secnd demobilizes; the 
Rumanian army, except 10 divisions, 
two remaining as protection for the 
frontiers of Bessarabia and eight in 
Moldavia, the total not to exceed 
20,000 infantry, and 3200 cavalry. 

The third clause separates Do- 
brudja from Rumania and restores 
to Bulgaria Bulgarian territory which 
fell to Rumania by ‘the ‘treaty of 
Bucharest in 1913. Rumania cedes 
to the central allies that part of Do- 
brudja north of the new Bulgarian 
frontier line to the mouth of the 
Danube. The frontier is rectified in 
favor of Austria-Hungary. 

State poperty in the land ceded by 
Rumania passes without indemnity 
tou the states which acquire there re- 
gions. The inhabitants, however, 
shall have the right of option and 
emigration. 

The fourth clause deals with in- 
demnities, the signatories of the 
treaty renouncing any claim to re- 
imburse for the costs of the war, but 
special arrangements are to be made 
for damages caused by the war. 

The evacuation of the occupied 
territories is taken up in the fifth 
clause, while the sixth provides for 
free navigation of the Danube, Ru- 
mania surrendering the right to col- 
lect tolls on ships navigating the riv- 
er or entering ports. The central al- 
lies have the right to keep warships 
virtually anywhere on the river. 

Equality of all religions in Ruma- 
nia is provided for in clause seven, 
while the eighth clause has to do 
with the econpmic relations of Ru- 
mania with the central allies. These 
will be regulated by separate agree- 
ments which will go into force si- 
multaneously with the peace treaty. 

Re-Establishment of Peace. 

The first clause deals with the re- 
establishment of peace and friend- 
ship, and reads: 

“Article 1. Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and Turkey, on the 
one hand, and Rumania on the other 
hand, declare the state of war ended 
and that the contracting parties are 
determined henceforth to live to- 
gether in peace and friendship. 

“Article 2. Diplomatic and consu- 
lar relations between contracting 
parties will be resumed after the rat- 
ification of the peace treaty. 

“Clause two, demobilization of the 
Rumanian forces: 

“Article 3. The demobilization of 
the Rumanian army, which is now 
proceeding, will immediately after 
peace is signed be carried out ac- 
cording to the prescriptions con- 
tained in Articles 4 and 7. 

“Asticle 4. The regular military 
bureau, the supreme military author- 
ities and all the military institutions 
will remain in existence as provided 
by the last peace budget. The de- 
mobilization of divisions 11 to 15 will 
be continued as stipulated in the 
treaty of Focsani signed og March 8, 
last.

“Article 9. All men serving in the 
army and navy who in peace time 
were employed in connection with 
habo o shipping shall, on demo- 
bilization, be the fist to be dismissed 
in order that they mgy find employ- 
ment in their former occupations.” 
Cessions of Territory. 
Clause 3 deals with cessions of ter- 
ritory outlined in Article 10, 11 and 
_ “Article 10. With regard to Do- 
brudja, which, according to para- 
graph one of the peace preliminaries, 
is to be added by Rumania, the fol- 
lowing stipulations are laid down: 
(a) Rumania cedes again to Bul- 
garia, with frontier rectifications, 
Bulgarian territory that fell to her 
by virtue of the peace treaty conclud- 
ed at Bucharest in 1913. (Attached 
in a map showing the exact extent of 
the frontier rectification with a note 
to the effect that it forms an essen- 
tial part of the peace treaty.) 

“A commission composed of repre- 
sentatives of the allied powers shall 
shortly after the signature of the 
treaty lay down and demarcate on 
the spot the new frontier line in Do- 
brudja. The Danube frontier be- 
tween the regions ceded to Bulgaria 
and Rumania follows the river val- 
ley. Directly after the signature of 
the treaty further particulars shall 
be decided upon regarding the def- 
inition of the valley. Thus the de- 
marcation shall take place in au- 
tumn of 1918 at low water level. 
i*(B) Rumania cedes to the allied 
Powers that portion of Dobrudja up 
to the Danube north of -the new 
frontier line described under Section 
A that is to say between the confer- 
ence of the stream and the Black 
Sea, to the St. George branch of the 
river. The Danube frontier between 
the territory ceded to the allied 
Powers and Rumanfa will be formed 
by the river Vatty. The allied Pow- 
ers will undertake to see that Ru- 
mania shall receive an assured trade 
route to the Black Sea by way of 
Tchernavoda and Constanza (Kus- 
tendje).” 

Article 11 says that Rumania 
agrees that her fedntiers shall un- 
dergo rectification in favor of Aus- 
tria-Hungary as indicated on the 
map and continues: 

“Two mixed commissions to be 
composed of equal numbers of rep- 
resentatives of the Powers concerned 
are immediately aftér the ratifica- 
tion of.the peace treaty to fix a new 
frontier line on the spot. 

- “Article 12. Préperty in the ceded 
regions of Rumania passes without 
indemnification to the states which 
acquire these regions. Those states 
to which the ceded territories fall 
shall make agreements with Ruma- 
nia on the following points: 
“Rirstly with regard to the allegi- 
ance of the Rumanian inhabitants of 
these regions and the manner in 
which they are to be accorded the 
right of option; secondly, with re- 
rd to the property of committees 
split by the new frontier; thirdly, 
and fourthly with regard to admin- 
istrative and juridical matters; fifth- 
ly, with regard to the effect of the 
chariges of territory on dioceses.” 
Clause four deals with war indem- 
nities, of which article 13 declares 
that the contracting parties mutually 
renounce indemnification of their 
war costs and special arrangements 
sre to be made for the settlement of 
damages caused by the war. 


Territorial Evacuation. 

The fifth clause relates to the 
evacuation of occupied territories, 
embodied in articles 14 to 24, 
summed as follows: 

“The occupied Rumanian territor- 
jes shall be evacuated at times to Be 
later agreed upon. The strength of 
the army of occupation shall, apart 
from the formation employed in 
economic’ functions, not surpass six 
divisions. Until the ratification of 
the treaty the present occupation ad- 
ministration continues, but imme- 
diately after the signature of the 
treaty the Rumanian Government 
has the power to supplement the 
corps of officials by such appoint- 
ments or dismissals as may seem 
good to it. . |

BRITAIN’S CABINET CRISIS. 

How far do the differences between the British 
Cabinet and British military chiefs, which have 
been brought to an open issue by Gen. Maurice, 
go? 

Ostensibly the quarrel! between Gen. Maurice 
and the Government concerns the accuracy of 
statements made by Lloyd George and Bonar Law 
concerning the army situation in France and 
the alleged failure of the Government to supply 


the first German onslaught. 
On this point counter charges are brought 


of military operations, he was ignorant of the real 
situation and misjudged both the purpose of the 
German high command on the west front and 
the strength of the forces in reserve for the Ger- 
man blow. In an interview given out by Gen. 
Maurice a few days before the Germans struck 
the British line, he treated the German threat of 
a powerful offensive with light skepticism. He 
himself disclosed views of the German plans 
which indicated that the British military heads 
were ignorant of German intentions and of the 
danger confronting the British forces and were, 
therefore, not in position to warn the Government 
of the true situation. 

These are questions of fact which may easily 

be. settled and which Lloyd George promises te 
settle by as complete a statement of facts as mil- 
itary policy will permit, 
"There is, however, evidence that the differences 
between the military and the Government are far 
more serious than a dispute about lack of re- 
serves in the Picardy battle and inaccuracy of 
statements. Indications point to resentment on 
the part of the high British command of the 
unifying of all allied forces under one military 
head. The organization of a supreme war council 
caused differences which resulted in the resigna- 
tion of Sir William Robertson as Chief of Staff. 
The opposition of the British staff prevented ap- 
pointment of a Generalissimo, which was urged by 
the French and approved by Lloyd George, until 
President Wilson cast the weight of his approval 
in favor of the unity plan, after the beginning of 
the March offensive. 

Special significance is given to the remarks of 
Gen. Maurice comparing the British situation 
to Waterloo and Foch to Bluecher. Saying that it 
was unpleasant business ‘standing the hammer- 
ing,” he asked, “What has become of Bluecher?” 
He then said that the British forces were taking 
the strain off the French army, which was consid- 
erably larger than the British army. - It is difficult 
to avoid finding British resentment and a fling at 
the French Generalissimo in this deliberate public 

utterance.

CURIOUS development of the
